Monty Irvin Wins 
NNL Batting Title 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Monty 
Irvin, 6-føot, l-inch, 200-pound 
shortstop of the champion Newark 
Eagles, this week, was officially 
declared the 1946 Negro National 
League batting champion, as final 
statistics on the °46 pennant race 
were released by the Elias Base- 
ball Bureau. Irvin:-had a_ .389 
average. 

The statistics were based on an 
average 60-game schedule which 
the. six member league teams, 
Newark, Philadelphia Stars, 
Homestead Grays, New York Cu- 
bans, New York Blank Yankees 
and Baltimore Elite Giants played. 
Irvin, in compiling the lofty 


389. average in 59 games, banged je 


the ball for 86 hits in 221 times 
at-bat to gain the coveted title for 
Among the 86 hits 
weré 21 doubles, four D and 
eight home runs. 


The big strapping 200 nounser, 
who joined the Eagies as a pitcher, 
later was placed in the outfieid 
because of his terrific slugging, 
this year was transferred to short- 
stop when the Birds developed an 
exceptional weak spot there, and 
has been a sensation with the bat 
since joining the league five yen cs 
ago. 

He is an army veteran of three 
years’ service, with nearly. two 
years’ overseas service, only re- 


_|turning to the Eagles this season 


after playing the winter in Puerto 
Rico where he was voted the 


able Player Award. “He has been 
poison to the rival league pitchers 
all season, and a bulwark for the 
Birds in the World Series, having 
paced them to a 9-7 victory in the 
sixth game over Kansas City Mon- 
archs Friday- night with two home 
runs. .
